moral and social uplift of the 
. minmmit v. has just completed 
fa year's work. The Union has 
done good work the past year. 
The membership has increased. 
Twenty new members have 
been added. It now has an en- 
rollment of sixty-two members. 
The National W. C. T. U. has 
forty-five departments. The dif- 
fertat lines of work are: Organ 
ization.

literature; observed National
